Editorial 
Good Government 
Needs Your Vote 


Plano has been blessed during the past several years of booming 
growth with responsive and responsible citizens serving on the City 
Council and School Board. However, these public officials cannot serve to 
the best of their respective abilities without the support of city and school 
district residents. 
One of the greatest sources of frustration for an elected official is public 
apathy. When but a handful of voters can elect an entire City Council or 
School Board over the span of a few short years, there is an ever-present 
danger of public decisions becoming tainted with self-interest. For­ 
tunately, there has been little evidence of this...so far. 
When few citizens show up for City Council or School Board meetings, 
this particular show of apathy can breed a growing attitude that “nobody 
cares,” and can lead to an erosion of diligence and effort on the part of 
elected officials. 
Plano’s rapid growth rate presents a continual challenge to public 
officials—a challenge which calls for the utmost diligence. But diligence 
can only be honed on the grinding wheel of public interest and in­ 
volvement. 
Most political observers are saying that tomorrow’s vote turnout will 
be one of the lowest—percentagewise—on record, and that’s a demeaning 
situation. Public service without the involvement of the citizenry 
becomes a tasteless task—especially when the people who didn’t bother 
to vote are complaining about some matter before the City Council or 
School Board. 
Not only do citizens have a responsibility to our democracy to exercise 
their right to vote, they also have an obligation to their own officials to let 
them know by their balloting that they care what goes on in the halls of 
government. 
Out of a total of six races in the City Council and School Board elections, 
only two ai J non-contested. The winners of the remaining four spots will 
have a strong influence on local governmental policy for the next several 
years, and those winners will be determined by who goes —or doesn’t 
go—to the ballot box tomorrow. 
The Daily Star-Courier urges you to learn who the candidates are, then 
cast your ballot in tomorrow’s local elections. 
Local elections are where your vote speaks the strongest. However, if 
you don’t exercise that voice, then you sew the seeds of government by 
default, and the fruits of that crop are second-rate at best. 
Your vote tomorrow can help insure the continuation of good, strong 
local government in Plano.

PPA Meets Tomorrow 
Group Seeks To Save George Home

A new citizen group in the process of 
forming believes that it is still 
possible to save the 78-year-old 
George House for future citizens of 
Plano. 


The Plano Preservation Assn. will 
meet Saturday afternoon at 2 p.m. in 
the Roller House, 1413 E. 15th, to firm 
up plans for the group’s first major 
project. Anyone interested in the 
preservation or beautification of 


Plano is urged to attend 
Although several projects will be 
conducted 
simultaneously—depen­ 
ding on the interests of the individual 
members—the first will be a spring 
home tour featuring the George House 
and five other old homes which have 
been restored by Planoites. 
Proceeds from the April 24 tour and 
six other fund-raising projects will be 
used to purchase and restore the 
George House. The city will open bids 
on the structure which is located on 
the southwest corner of the in­ 
tersection of Avenue L and 16th St. on 
April 25. 
Jim Edwards, president of the PPA, 
is confident that the new organization 
will have a solid bid for the structure. 
It is possible that two bids may be 
submitted—one for use as a private 
residence and the other for a public 
facility. 
“If the house is used as a private 
residence, we will obviously lose some 
funds,” Edwards noted, “but we 
already have $7,000 in cash and $6,000 
worth of labor and materials com­ 
mitted. We also have a firm com­ 
mitment for loan collateral valued at 
$15,000 and at least $1,000 from school 
activities. 
“We’re hoping to get an additional 
$1,000 from school activites such as 
bake sales and sock hops,” he con­ 
tinued. “We also expect to get another

$1,000-$2,000 from the Collin County 
Board of Realtors.” 
The Board stopped calling on people 
several months ago when it became 
clear that the Plano Heritage Society 
had lost interest in the project, 
Edwards explained. 
The CCBR felt it had undertaken a 
joint project; so when it found itself 
alone, interest lapsed. Edwards said 
the Board is clearly interested in 
continuing to work on the George 
House now that another group has 
come forward. 
“The 
George 
House 
merely 
precipitated the earlier formation of 
the PPA,” Edwards mused. “The 
prime 
difference 
between 
the 
Heritage Society and us is that we 
plan to focus on the preservation of 
other things than physical structures 
such as cemeteries, shrubs, trees and 
landmarks. 
“We are not going to confine our­ 
selves to downtown,” he stressed. 
“We have already had requests from 
other parts of the county such as the 
Murphy Cemetery. We expect to in­ 
volve anyone in Plano who is in­ 
terested in preservation, including the 
minorities.” 
The 
stated 
purpose 
of

organization is 
“to encourage, 
promote and initiate activities that 
foster preservation and beautification 
of any existing item deemed by 
residents in the areas of Plano and 
Collin County to be important in terms 
of aesthetic, social, cultural, ar­ 
chitectural, natural or economic 
significance.” 
Edwards looks for several groups 
such as the Junior Historians, Boy 
Scouts or building trades students to 
get involved in specific projects. 
Some of the other programs already 
tentatively planned include: a neigh­ 
borhood painting-cleanup project with 
primary

residences owned by elderly persons, 
coordinated by Jerry Burns; a 
cleaning and maintenance project for 
one or 
more old

cemeteries, under the direction of 
Junior Historians and other social 
service groups; identification of trees, 
shrubs, landmarks and other natural 
items deemed worthy of preserving, 
supervised by Carol McGee; and

the preservation of Plano’s oldest 
school building (music room built in 
1910 and presently located on lith St ) , 
overseen by Elta Chandler, vice 
president of program operations.

Here are some comments 
gleaned from Ted Fisher, 
County 
Extension 
Hor­ 
ticulturist, glad breeder and 
a leading member of the 
American Gladiolus Society. 
Choosing Bulbs: 
Larger 
(No. I) size bulbs, IV2 inches 
in 
diam eter, 
generally 
produce the finest show 
spikes. Smaller bulbs (more 
properly 
“ corms” ), those 
ranked as No. 2 or 3 often 
make nice spikes, but their 
performance will be hard to 
predict. 
Bulbs should be bright, 
plump 
and high-crowned, 
not old, flat and worn-out. In 
short, 
there’s nothing so 


expensive as a “ bargain” 
glad bulb. Buy the best. 
Varieties: Thousands of 
gladiolus varieties have 
been introduced through the 
years since the original blue 
“ corn flags” were found 
growing wild in the fields of 
England hundreds of years 
ago. 
Horticultural 
plantsmen 
found new varieties growing 
in the wilds of South Africa 
and used them as the nucleus 
of 
all 
modern 
glad 
hybridization. From these 
have 
come 
giants 
and 
m in ia tu re s , 
ru ffle d , 
recurved, and plain forms, 
in all manners of colors. 
If you’re serious about 
glad growing you’ll buy only 
the named ones and keep 
them 
most 
carefully 


Great Potential 
In Lowly Seeds 


Many a first-time gar­ 
dener discovered last year 
that a packet of vegetable 
seeds is the biggest bargain 
in American living. 


USD A estimates are the 
$10 worth of seed, properly 
planted and cared for, can 
yield $290 worth of fresh 
produce. 
Northrup King, the folks 
with seed racks all over 
town, give us a hint on how to 
make even more from each 
vegetable seed pack. Their 
tip? 
Space seeds 
more 
carefully. You’d be sur­ 
prised what each 
little 
packet of seed will produce. 


One pack of radish seeds 
w ill produce 450 plants, 
enough radishes for over 40 
bunches. And one pack of 
green 
curled 
endive 
produces 2,000 plants. One 
plant fills a salad bowl, so 
that’s greens for a family of 


2,000. 
Tomatoes mav be the best 
bargain of all, though, say 
the Northrup-King people. 
One packet of seed from a 
highly 
productive 
variety 


can Turn out more than one 
ton of fruit. 
Hybrid vegetable varieties 
most 
alw ays 
are 
more 
productive. They result from 
carefully controlled cross 
pollinations and their plants 
are more vigorous and less 
prone to insect and disease 
invasion. In short, hybrids 
are always a good 
buy 
even though their seed may 
cost many times the price of 
inbred varieties. 
The real question is, who 
cares if the tomato seed 
costs three cents instead of 
being ten for a penny. If it 
yields ten extra fruit, it’s 
still a bargain. 
No doubt, then, vegetable 
seed packs are an ideal 
investment but only if you 
grow your 
crops 
wisely. 
Water, fertilize and spray 
for pests promptly.

Agent Warns O f Nematodes 


Nematodes are a large 
fam ily 
of 
m icroscopic 
worms 
that 
can 
cause 
considerable damage to 
home vegetable gardens 
The root knot nematode is 
the most common but all are 
equally destructive, says 
James R. Risinger. Collin 
County Agent with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Nematodes feed on plant 
roots and generally cause 
plants to be unthrifty. Often 
nematode 
damage 
may 
produce the same plant 
symptoms that result from 
insects, root rot and low 
fertility. 
Each of the different 
nematodes attacks plants in 
a different way. Some of the 
basic parasitic nematodes 


include the spiral, lance, 
dagger, ring, stubby root, 
and lesion nematodes. 
The spiral nematode feeds 
on the outer part of the root. 
Tiny lesions result 
when 
enzymes are secreted into 
the outer cells of the root. 
Damage to roots is direct, 
and fungi can also invade the 
root system, adds Risinger. 
The lance nematode acts 
much the same way as the 
spiral type, by creating root 
injury and allowing for 
secondary infections. 
Stubby root nematodes 
feed on the tips of roots, 
causing small rootlets to 
form around plant stems. 


Additionally, the worms 
cause problems by tran­ 
sporting plant viruses. 
The dagger variety in­ 
cludes some of the larger 
worms that are akin to the 
stubby root nematode in that 
they feed on root tip cells. 
However, roots damaged by 
dagger nematodes can be 
spread out 
w hile 
those 
damaged by the stubby root 
type rarely get one to two 
inches beyond the base of the 
plant 
stem. 
Dagger 
nematodes can also carry 
plant viruses. 
Dead plant tissue and 
fungus infections on a plant 
are likely to be the work of 


the ring nematode. Symp­ 
toms are similar to damage 
by 
lance 
and 
spiral 
nematodes. 
M assive destruction of 
roots can be the work of the 
lesion nematode. This worm 
buries itself within the root, 
feeds on plant cells, and 
leaves 
the root open 
to 
secondary fungal invasions, 
says 
Risinger. 
Large 


necrotic spots may appear 
on the damaged roots. 
All these nematodes can 
be 
controlled 
with 
the 
fungicides 
Vapam 
and 
DBCP. The key to using 
these materials is to till the 
soil at least twice before 
applying the chemicals. This 
helps break up roots and 
exposes nematodes and their 
eggs.

Planting—When: 
Plant 
glad bulbs over a long period 
of time for a succession of 
blossoms. Start early each 
spring as the trees start to 
bud and continue every IO 
days on through early to mid 
August 
for 
flowers 
all 
season. Don’t plant when the 
soil is too wet. 
Planting—Where: 
Good 
sun is a must, good drainage 
as well. Any soil type will be 
fine, but try to improve it 
through generous doses of 
peat moss or other organic 
materials. 
Avoid planting 
close to competing trees and 
shrubs. 
You might want to include 
a row or three among spring 
vegetable plantings for some 
color in the garden. Plant 
large bulbs five to six inches

Keep 
fertilizers away from the 
bulb and off the foliage. 
W ater 
thoroughly 
after 
feeding. Spray with diazinon 
or malathion regularly (10- 
14 days) 
for thrips and 
aphids. 
When cutting glad spikes 
always remember to ieave 
four leaves of foliage intact 
to mature the bulb properly.

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Overwatering Is 
Is Real Problem 


Many home gardeners 
may be wondering why their 
favorite house plants die 
when they have been getting 
plenty of water. Jam es R 
R isinger, 
Collin 
County 
Agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service, says the problem 
may be that the plants are 
being drowned 
Watering indoor plants is 
really a matter of restraint, 
notes the county agent. Most 
people feel their plants 
should 
be 
w atered 
the 
minute the topsoil even looks 
dry A few simple steps will 
keep your plants 
from 
wilting away. 
The first item to keep in 
mind is that although the soil 
on top may be dry, the 
bottom layer where the roots 
are m ay be sufficiently 
moist It is easier to tell the 
water level of a potted plant 
that has a good drainage 
system. 
Soil in clay pots tends to 
dry out faster, rem inds 
R isinger, while soils in 


larger containers have a 
longer period of “drying 
out” . 
When is overw atering 
evident? 
The first signs are the 
color change in the upper 
leaves of the plant from rich 
green to a pale green or 
yellow tinge. This is due to 
damage to the plant roots 
To prevent overwatering, 
the county agent offers a few 
more guidelines for those 
difficult plants 
Often a container that has 
a capacity for a quart of soil 
requires only one-half pint of 
w ater 
for 
adequate 
moisture. Of course, this 
also depends on the soil 
mixture, cautions the county 
agent. 
For larger containers, one 
aid may be to extend a 3-8- 
inch copper tube through the 
soil from the bottom of the 
container to an inch or so 
above the soil The water 
level in the pot can then be 
checked like oil in an 
automobile

Once you’ve started a 
vegetable garden, general 
m ain ten an c e 
p ra c tic e s 
should not be overlooked, 
says Sam 
Cotner, 
hor­ 
ticulturist with the Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service 
When 
your 
vegetable 
seedlings are established, 
they must 
compete with 
weeds and among them­ 
selves for survival. When 
you plant too many seed, you 
may have to thin your 
seedlings to insure a proper 
stand. 
“Don’t be discouraged by 
having to destroy some of 
your 
vegetables. 
Some 
plants may be tranplanted 
from spots which are too 
thick to fill in missing plants. 
Crops such as onions, pep­ 
pers, eggplant and tomatoes 
are most successful when 
tran sp lan ted ,” points out 
Cotner. 


When thinning crops like 
cucumbers, squash or okra, 
it’s better to pinch or cut off 
the unwanted plants than to 
uproot them. Pulling them 
up may damage the roots of 
plants you wish to keep, 
notes the horticulturist. 
“Also, give attention to 
fertilization,” says Cotner. 
Root and leafy green crops 
require large amounts of 
nitrogen Put sidedressings 
of nitrogen on these plants of 
one to two pounds of am ­ 
monium sulfate per IOO feet 
of row. 
Harvesting mustard and 
turnip greens signals the 
proper 
tim e 
for 
a 


sidedressing. By carefully 
applying 
nitrogen 
after 
harvesting these crops, you 
can get regrowth from the 
same plants 
Crops like tomatoes and 
okra 
may 
require 
sidedressing with a complete 
fertilizer—one which sup­ 
plies nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potash. Use two to three 
pounds of a fertilizer such as 
10-10-10 per IOO feet of row. 
Do not apply the fertilizer 
too close to the plants 
because it can damage the 
roots. After applying the 
fertilizer, work it lightly into 
the soil and then water your 
garden 


“The gardener should also 
be on the lookout for weeds 
that can reduce crop yields," 
points out Cotner. “Once the 
garden is clean, keep it that 
way. Mulching with several 
inches of straw, compost or 
leaves 
or 
with 
old 
newspapers can help keep a 
garden weed free.” 
Be 
ready 
to 
harvest 
vegetables at their peak of 
quality. 
Harvest 
leafy 
greens and root crops before 
they become fiberous. Crops 
like squash, cucumbers and 
okra produce more when 
harvested 
before 
they 
m ature, notes the hor­ 
ticulturist. 


But Go Easy 
" Fertilize Trees, Too 


Elegant shade trees that 
enhance many yards are 
often overlooked at fer­ 
tilizing time 
However, a 
landscape specialist for the 
Texas Agriculture Extension 
Service says that most trees 
can tolerate the neglect and 
only require fertilizer every 
few years. 


“ Most trees need to be 
fertilized only about once 
every three years," says 
Everett Janne. “ However, 
trees that have their roots 
confined by streets, curbs or 
other structures should be 
fertilized more often.” 
He 
cautions 
against 
overfertilization as it may 
cause excessive top growth, 
making the tree vulnerable 
to storm damage. 
Janne recommends fer­ 
tilizing a tree on the basis of 
its branch spread. For every 
1,000 square feet of bran­ 
ches, apply about six pounds 
of actual nitrogen. This 
would mean 50 pounds of a 
fertilizer with an analysis of 
12 12-12 (.12 x 50 equals 6). 
"Regular lawn fertilizer is 
fine for your shade trees,” 


says Janne, 
oui toe ap­ 
plications are the most 
beneficial when applied in 
three separate doses.” 


He recommends the first 
application in late fall, the 
second in spring just before 
new growth begins, and the 
last feeding in the summer. 


“To assure that the tree 
gets the complete value from 
the nutrients, apply the 


fertilizer evenly beneath the 
branch spread and then 
water the soil thoroughly,” 
Janne advises. 
A fact sheet on “Fer­ 
tilizing Woody Ornam en­ 
tals" provides detailed in­ 
formation for interested 
gardeners. A copy may be 
obtained from the Collin 
County Extension Office in 
McKinney, adds the hor­ 
ticulturist.

Check Nursery 
For Tree Stock 


If you are looking for the 
right kind of tree or shrub to 
accent your lawn, check with 
your local nursery for one of 
the three types of stock more 
commonly used. 
The balled and burlapped 
(B&B), container-grown, or 
bare root trees and shrubs 
are the most common types 
found at 
nurseries, says 
James R. Risinger, Collin 
County Agent with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Field-grown balled and 
burlapped trees are natural 
adjusters to a new’ lawn. 
These trees or shrubs come 
with a ball of soil encasing 
the root system and are 
wrapped and secured in 
burlap. 
B&B 
trees should 
be 
carried by the root ball 


rather than by the trunk to 
reduce chances of breaking 
the soil ball and damaging 
the plant, cautions the 
county agent. 
Plants raised in containers 
of one to five gallons also 
survive transplanting into a 
landscape with little or no 
shock to the root system. Of 
course, the container must 
be removed before planting. 
Metal containers must be cut 
to allow removal of the 
plant. 
Bare root plants or those 
with the roots packaged in 
sawdust 
do 
best 
when 
planted in late fall and 
winter while the plant is 
dormant. These plants must 
be handled with care so that 
the root system does not dry 
out. Any damaged roots 
should be removed.

Sugar Substitute? 
‘Miracle Fruit’ Eyed 


By DERELLE SMITH 
MIAMI (UPI) — Bill Whit­ 
man made a big splash with 
his “miracle fruit” several 
years ago, but the message 
he was preaching went 
unheard. 
The fruit Whitman showed 
at news conferences and on a 
television show, was a red 
berry about the size of a jelly 
bean that could make a lime 
taste as sweet as a honey 
orange. 
He believes real potential 
for 
its 
com m ercial 
development still exists. In 
an interview, Whitman said 
it may replace sugar some 
day, and the public is 
missing a good bet not 
growing it. 
“ I think anyone could 
grow the miracle fruit in 
their home, even in places 
where there’s snow outside. 
Just keep the humidity at 60 
per cent or higher and you’ll 
do all right.” 
The plant bears fruit when 
it’s only nine inches high, he 
said. 
Whitman got interested in 
tropical fruit while he was in 
Tahiti shooting background 
film for Warner Brothers. 
“ I ate breadfruit almost 


every day, and when I came 
back to Miami (in 1949) I 
decided to grow it here. 
Everybody said I couldn’t, 
but I did.” 
Wh i l e 
W h i t m a n ’s 
breadfruit flourished, he 
began experimenting with 
other tropical fruits. In 1955, 
along with Salvatore Mauro 
and Seymour Younghans, he 
founded The Rare Fruit 
Council International Inc, 
Whitman believes he is the 
only man to bring a mangos- 
teen plant to bear in the 
continental United States. 
He said council members 
want to establish branches of 
their club around the world 
and ship information, seeds 
and seedlings to anyone or 
any country interested in 
propagating rare fruit. 
“ With 
the 
growing 
population in the world and 
the need to provide foods, the 
tropical fruit could be the 
answer, especially in the 
tropic zones where these will 
grow without much trouble 
“The tropical fruit is a 
neglected area of research. 
About the only thing the 
government 
has 
done 
anything on is the pineapple 
and banana.

“For example, I was at the 
headwaters of the Amazon 
where the native population 
sells and eats a big fruit in 
which the seed occupies 
ninetenths of the fruit with 
only a thin fleshy part that’s 
edible. They could easily 
grow 
durians 
and 
mangosteens,” he said, “but 
they 
just 
don’t 
know 
anything about them.” 
Most of the 6,500 members 
of the council live in the 
Miami area. Other rare fruit 
varieties they grow include 
the caram bola, the star 
apple of the Caribbean and a 
popular salad fruit because 
it resembles a star when 
sliced 
horizontally; 
the 
rambutan, like a litchi nut 
but three times as big. 
Whitman says one fruit, 
the 
kepel 
apple 
from 
Indonesia, could “cut into 
the deodorant business and 
raise hell with the perfume 
business.” 
“The sultans had them 
planted at the entrances to 
their harems. When you eat 
the fruit of this tree, your 
sweat becomes very per- 
fume-like.” 
He calls the durian “the 
world’s finest fruit.” Some 
say it smells like garlic; 
others, like rotten eggs or 
something fermented 
“ But some of the better 
varieties have only a very 
slight odor and have the 
most delicious custard-like 
fruit you’ve ever tasted.” 
Miami radio newsman 
Henry Barrow, a council 
member for several years, 
says, “The name, The Rare 
Fruit Council, never fails to 
get a laugh (from the 
public).” 
Barrow says the most 
frustrating 
thing 
about 
growing such fruit, other 
than the recent cold spell 
that wrought havoc, is the 
wait after a plant is ordered 
from overseas. 
“The plants have to stay in 
quarantine for two years,” 
Barrow said. “ The U.S 
Agriculture 
D epartm ent 
removes all the soil and 
plants 
them 
in 
good 
American soil. 
And they 
supposedly take care of 
them, but sometimes they 
die.” 
Other rare fruit varieties 
that are backyard crops in 
the area include macadamia 
nuts, yabatacaba berries 
used for making sweet wine 
and dovylias, known locally 
as the apricot fruit. In colder 
areas they are grown in 
greenhouses. 
Council m em bers con­ 
stantly search for new 
varieties that will grow in 
this and other tropical areas. 


Dear Doc: 
How 
soon 
should 
we 
plant 
our 
caladium bulbs? How deep 
and how far apart? What 
should 
we 
do 
to 
the 
flowerbed first? 
Caladiums need warm 
soil, so plant outdoors, April 
10-20. Spacing and depth 
depend on size of the tubers, 
but generally they should be 
about 12 inches apart and 
two inches deep for use in 
flower-beds 
Caladiums 
must have shade, and soil 
should be prepared to eight 
to 12 inches Make sure it’s 
free of pests and weeds and 
mix a three to four-inch 
layer of organic m atter 
(peat moss, compost, etc.) 
into that eight to 12-inch 
layer. 


Dear Doc: What’s the best 
time to prune a pyracantha? 
There is no “best” time. 
Prune in winter and you 
elim inate 
flowers 
the 
following spring. Prune in 
spring and you’ll get rid of 
recently set fruit. Doc’s 
choice: 
probably 
early 
spring, right after blooming. 
Prune then and you ll be able 
to head off the rampant 
spring growth. 


Dear Doc: Please warn 
folks to condition their house 
plants and new hanging 
baskets carefully when they 
put them outdoors for the 
first time this spring. I lost 
some pretty begonias to just 
two hours of sunlight the 
other afternoon. 
Thanks for the tip. Wind, 
too, can damage plants that 
have been grown under 
home or greenhouse con­ 
ditions 
Dear Doc: We live in a 
second floor apartment. 
What vegetables would grow 
well for us there in con­ 
tainers? 
T om atoes, 
esp ecially 
Small Fry, Tiny Tim, Spring 
Giant and the other compact 
varieties. Buy a wire cage or 
make a frame to hold the 
plants upright.

inch long leaves, very fuzzy 
both on top and bottom. 
Siberian elms, the so-called 
“Chinese” elms, have glossy 
leaves one to two inches long 
and it’s this one, terribly 
susceptible to elm leaf 
beetles, that you may want 
to replace. 


Dear Doc: Is chicken 
manure safe to use on a 
vegetable garden? 
Yes. but let it compost, dry 
and decay for a couple of 
years prior to use. If it’s still 
hot or moist, wait.

Old organ bellows 
need replacing

DEAR F*OLLY — We bought an old pedal type organ 
at an auction several years ago. It was playable after 
m y husband replaced the worn out straps but now the 
bellows seem to have given out. No one advertises that 
they repair such instruments so I thought some reader 
who had such an organ could offer us some suggestions. 
- MRS. C L R. 
DEAR MRS. C.L.R . — I was advised that there are a 
few places in the country that do such repair work but 
those suggested to me were far from where you live. 
Look in the yellow pages of your telephone book under 
“ Organs” and call them as they might know of someone 
locally who could do this. I was told that the bellows 
used on old player pianos are the sam e as those on 
organs so that m ay give you something to work on. 
Perhaps some reader will have more specific informa­ 
tion. - PO LLY. 


DEAR PO LLY — My Pointer cam e from my husband who 
really knows his way around the kitchen. When chopping 
onions he holds a wooden match or two toothpicks between his 
teeth and has no tears in his eyes. 
I also need some advice. We have end tables with slate tops 
and after a year of use the slate looks dull. A damp rag 
removes any spills but the slate still looks rather dull. Spray 
wax leaves a film and window cleaner is no help so I ex­ 
perimented and put a sm all amount of cooking oil on a rag and 
rubbed it all around and then rubbed with a rag wet with plain 
.w ater and dried with another cloth. This seemed to improve 
their looks but is the oil harmful to the slate? I do not know 
where I got the idea of using the cooking oil but what is the ap­ 
proved method of cleaning slate? — KAR EN . 
DEAR KAREN — There is actually no harm in using the 
cooking oil but it will attract dirt and dust and become sticky 
to the touch. It seems washing will rem ove any gloss the oil 
adds to the slate. A dealer in such products advised me that 
slate should have a sealer. The slate could be cleaned with 
soap and water, the sealer applied and then there will be a 
shine when it is wiped off. — POLLY. 
D EAR POLLY — Even when wearing proper eyeglasses 
many of us find it difficult to read a fever thermometer. A 
sm all magnifying glass such as often used by stamp collectors 
and other hobbyists can be a tremendous help. No more squin­

“ Vast untapped reserves 
of natural gas remain as a 
vitally important source of 
energy for this country. But 
the 
larg est 
new 
gas 
discoveries are ghrough 
deep drilling, and at present 
the returns to the producers 
are insufficient to induce 
such an outlay.”

words, 
Congressman Jim 
Collins 
summed up the testimony of 
Texas drilling contractors 
and geologists appearing 
before the House Energy and 
Power Subcommittee. 
“The 
days 
of shallow, 
abundant gas are gone,” 
Collins 
said. 
“ But 
the 
testimony confirmed over 
and over the existence of 
tremendous reserves at deep 
su b terranean levels. The 
problem is the costs. 
“ In 1975, the average 
drilling cost 
for onshore 
wells more than 15,000 feet 
deep was nearly $2 million 
per well while the average 
cost of wells shallower than 
15,000 
feet 
was 
only 
$157,000,” Collins pointed 
out. “Thus, the average deep 
well cost nearly 13 times as 
much as the average shallow 
well. 


“ In addition, deep drilling 
costs are increasing,” he 
explained. “ The cost of 
drilling the average deep 
well in 1976 was nearly 
double the cost just three 
years ago.” 
Congressman Collins also 
pointed out that the risks 
increase exponentially for 
deep well drilling due to the 
tremendous pressures and 
tem peratures 
encountered 
three to six miles below the 
surface. 
“Thus,” he said, “ the cost 
increases geometrically, the 
deeper you go. 
It is no 
wonder that the number of 
wells drilled slacks off with 
every 1000 feet added. 
“For example, in 1975, in 
the 3750 to 4999-foot range, 
313 wells were drilled, and in 
the 5000 to 7499 range, 708 
wells w ere d rille d ,” he 
revealed. “ Then the num­ 
bers plunge dram atically. In 
the 10,000 to 12,499 range, the 
figures are 235 wells; from 
12,500 to 14,999 they are 87; 
and from 17,500 to 19,999 they 
are 17. 
“The cost jump can also be 
seen,” Collins went on to 
say. “At the 3750 to 4999 
level, it was $98,000 per well.

“ Although higher costs 
would occur at the outset," 
he said, “ the IGT study 
shows that by 1985, phased 
deregulation would save 
consumers more than $6.3 
billion over the current 
F P C price ceiling of $1 42 
per mcf.

Heat Storage Can 
Save on Electricity 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (U PI) 
— Two neighboring houses 
here are proving that heat 
storage can hold down 
electric bills. 
They are part of a test by 
General Public Utilities 
Corp., using one home with a 
standard electrical heating 
system and the other, fully 
insulated 
and 
ex­ 
perimentally equipped to 
heat water electrically at 
night to heat the house by 
day. The experimental house 
has a special meter that 
registers the amount of 
electricity used by day and 
by night. 
Corporation 
chairman 
William G. Kuhns says the 
experimental home used 250 
more kilowatt-hours during 
the 
exceptionally 
cold 
months 
of 
November- 
December, 1976, than the 
other home, but its elec­ 
tricity bill was 18 per cent 
lower, $207 compared with 
$253. 
Kuhns said the savings 
occurred because almost 88 
per cent of the electricity 
used in the experimental 
home qualified for the night 
rate of one per cent per 
kilowatt-hour. The daytime 
rate is 3.5 cents. The house 
that used 52 per cent of its 
electricity by day paid 
standard non-differential 
rates based on the amount of 
total energy used, regar­ 
dless of time of day.

Dear Dr. Greenstone, Even though I recognize that abuse 
of alcohol can be a problem, I have never been able to find a 
consensus among people as to how to utilize alcohol 
properly. Are there any guidelines or generally accepted 
standards? 
Dear Reader, A number of factors influence the effect of 
alcohol on a person, and therefore beginning with an un­ 
derstanding of these may provide a better basis for a set of 
guidelines. These variables include: 
1. How fast a person drinks. 
2. The type of beverage that is drunk. 
3. Body weight. 
4. Whether or not the person has eaten. 
5. Individual body chemistry. 
6. The drinking history and experience of the individual. 
7. Such things as current mood and personal attitude 
In addition to the above, other cultural factors within 
various subgroups in our society may add additional insight. 
Even though Americans overall have difficulty with alcohol, 
and are certainly diverse in their ideas about how alcohol 
should be served and consumed, these various subgroups do 
not have such difficulty or diversity. The Italians, Jews, 
Greeks, Spaniards, Chinese, and Lebanese all use alcohol in 
quantity and on a regular basis, yet have few problems as a 
result. The common practices shared by such groups include 
the following: 
1. The children are exposed to alcohol early in life, within 
strong family or religious groups. 
2. Parents present a consistent example of moderate 
drinking. 
3. The beverage is viewed mainly as an accompaniment to 
food and is usually taken with meals. 
4. The beverages commonly used are wine and beer. 
5. Drinking has no moral connotation. It is considered 
neither a virtue nor a sin. 
6. Drinking is not viewed as proof of adulthood or virility. 
7. Abstinence is socially acceptable. 
8. Excessive drinking or drunkenness is not condoned. 
9. Alcohol use is not the prime focus for an activity. 
10. Most importantly, there is wide agreement among 
members of the group on these “ground rules” of drinking. 
The decision to drink or not to drink is always a personal 
one. For those individuals who have made the choice lo 
drink, there are a number of ways to exercise this choice and 
be accepted socially while at the same time avoiding 
drunkenness: 
1. Know your limit. 
2. Eat while you drink. 
3. Do not drink fast. Sip for enjoyment. Do not gulp for 
effect. 
4. Accept a drink only when you really want it. 
5. Cultivate taste. Choose quality rather than quantity. 
6. Skip a drink now and then. 
7. When dining out, if you are the one driving home, have 
your drinks with dinner rather than afterwards. 
8. Beware of unfamiliar drinks. 
9. Do not drink to relax if what you really need is a change 
of pace or some sleep. 
10. Remember-the purpose of a party is togetherness, not 
drunkenness.

Growth Outlook Is Bright

With 
the 
strides 
in 
manufacturing made in the 
state over the past few 
years, more construction of 
m anufacturing plants is 
planned for Texas than for 
any five other states. 
Hardly a county has failed 
to share in the gains already 
made in manufacturing. And 
nearly all will share to some 
extent in the nearly $2.5 
billion expansion getting 
underway. 
Though the data, compiled 
by McGraw-Hill for its 
a n n u a l 
c o n s tru c tio n 
forecast, does not identify 
projects by industry, most of 
the expansion will be in 
refining and petrochemicals. 
By 
far 
the 
biggest 
petroleum processing state. 
Texas looks to refineries and 
chemical plants for over a 
fifth 
of 
its 
industrial 
production. 
These are the most capital 
intensive of all manufac­ 
turing 
industries. And 
together, they make up the 
la rg e st 
m anufacturing 
group in Texas. 
But 
clearly 
other 
m anufacturers are also 
planning substantial ex­ 
pansions. 
Louisiana, for example, is 
also 
a 
state 
of 
large 
refineries and chemical

plants Over the next three 
years, 
construction 
of 
manufacturing plants there 
is expected to total about a 
fifth as much as in Texas. 
And New Mexico, which is 
not 
a 
big 
petroleum 
processing 
state, 
is 
scheduled for more plant 
construction than Louisiana. 
Even if three-fourths of 
the projected spending in 
Texas went for petroleum 
processing, the state would 
still 
have more building 
planned for other types of 
manufacturing than the total 
for any other state. 
Among 
m anufacturers 
with production gains since 
the 1974-75 recession that put 
them in line for expansion 
are m achinery 
m akers, 
metal fabricators, and food 
processors. 
Together, 
these 
three 
groups provide about as 
much of the state’s in­ 
dustrial production as comes 
from petroleum processing. 
They employ three times 
more workers. And they 
generate half again more 
personal income. 
Also, unlike petroleum 
processing, 
which 
is 
clustered in a few areas, 
mainly along the Gulf Coast, 
their plants are scattered 
over the state 


The new year began with 
the state's production of 
fabricated 
m etal 
goods 
running at nearly twice the 
1967 average that forms the 
base for the Texas industrial 
production index prepared 
by the Federal Reserve 
Bank ot Dallas. 
And well over a fifth of 
that gain had been made 
since the trough of the 
recession in early 1975. 
Since the beginning of the 
recovery, 
producers 
of 
nonelectrical machinery had 
boosted their output 14 
percent. 
Having 
seen 
practically no slowing in 
growth during the downturn, 
they started the year with 
production nearly three- 
fourths higher than ten years 
before. 
Production of electrical 
machinery was over half 
again higher than in 1967. 
And half that increase had 
been 
m ade 
since 
the 
recession. 
Food 
processors 
had 
expanded their output only 
about a third over the past 
ten years. But half that gain 
was also made since the 
recession. 
Progress in 
m anufac­ 
turing 
has 
broad 
im­ 
plications for income and 
employment in the state. 


Max Still Flying 


LINCOLNSHIRE, 
111 
(UPI) — In the same light 
plane he flew nonstop from 
Casablanca to Los Angeles, 
Max Conrad plans to zip 
across the Atlantic May 20, 
retracing Charles 
Lind­ 
bergh’s historic flight from 
New York to Paris. 
Not bad for a 74-year-old 
exvaudevillian. 
Conrad’s departure is set 
to coincide with the time 
Lindbergh lifted off from 
Roosevelt Field. He plans to 
touch down 30 hours later at 
Le Bourget airport 
near 
P aris, on the 50th an ­ 
niversary of Lindbergh's 
landing. 
It is also a fitting way for 
the Flying Grandfather to 
celebrate his 50th year in the 
air. He began flight training 
in the Naval Reserve while a 
student at the University of 
Minnesota in 1927. 
“ It was too slow going for 
me, so I checked out of 
school and began flying,” he 
said. “And that was the end 
of school. 
“I wrecked my first plane 
before most of the other guys 
had soloed.” 
The Winona, Minn., native 
opened a flying school in his 
home town in 1928 and taught 
until 1944. 


Since then, he has set 
scores of incredible records. 
He was the first to fly a 
small plane to Europe and 
back, in 1950. He did it again 
in 1952, during a celebration 
linking Minneapolis to Scan­ 
dinavia. 
In 1954, he flew from New 
York to Paris non-stop, to 
deliver a Piper Apache to a 
French pilot. 
On June 2, 1959, Conrad 
took off from Cazes Airport, 
Casablanca, in a Piper 
Comanche with extra fuel 
tanks, headed east across 
the Atlantic and landed, 57 
hours and 7,668 miles later, 
at Los Angeles Airport. 
He 
won 
the 
Harmon 
In tern atio n al 
A viation 
Trophy in 1965 for a nonstop 
flight from Capetown, South 
Africa to St. Petersburg, 
Fla. 
He still holds the 
records for the Casablanca 
and 
Capetown 
flights, 
among others. 
All 
told, 
Conrad 
has 
completed 220 transoceanic 
crossings in light planes and 
flown around the world three 
times. 
One more record: most 
hours in the air. At last 
count, Conrad had spent 
more than 54,000 hours, 
almost seven years, with his 


head 
in the clouds. 
A 
professional airline pilot, 
Conrad said, is up only 25,000 
hours in a career. 
In the late 60’s, when 
flying around the equator 
lost its appeal, Conrad set 
out to circle the poles. But 
the South Pole beat him, 
both in 1968 and 1969. He 
canceled a third attempt in 
1971 when his wife, Betty, 
died 
The Conrads had raised IO 
children, generating a nick­ 
name of the Flying Father. 
Later, 
when 
39 
grand­ 
children had arrived, he 
became the Flying Grand­ 
father. 
When he wasn’t setting 
world 
records, 
Conrad 
worked 
at 
just 
about 
everything you could do in a 
plane 
— 
aerobatics, 
deliveries, flight schools and 
charters. 
“ I kind of look at an air­ 
plane the same way most 
people look at their roller 
skates or bicycles. I think 
it's more dangerous to roller 
skate than to fly.” 
If the lure of the skies 
hadn't drawn him upward, 
Conrad might have spent 
more time in vaudeville. In 
1923 and 1924, Conrad earned 
his money playing a banjo.

Although Texas is still 
largely an agricultural state, 
manufacturing is the source 
of four times more personal 
income than comes from 
agriculture. 
Machinery 
production 
alone generates nearly 80 
percent as much income as 
farming and ranching. Metal 
fabrication 
and 
food 
processing both generate 
more than a third as much. 
Nearly a fifth of the state’s 
805,000 manufacturing jobs 
are in some form of machine 
production. About a ninth 
are in food processing. And 
fabrication of m etal ac­ 
counts for a twelfth. 
Many of the manufac­ 
turing plants in Texas are 
small. But dollar for dollar, 
expansion of some small 
plants contributes more to 
employment than expansion 
of large plants. It depends on 
the industry. 
To add a job at a refinery 
takes an investment of some 
$108,000. But a plant in­ 
vestment of only $5,000 will 
create a new job in apparel 
making And much less is 
needed for some apparel 
plants in Texas. 
Apparel production was 
off in Texas throughout the 
second half of 1976. But even 
with this setback, production 
was up 46 percent from the 
1967 average. And as the 
general outlook for business 
continues to improve, ap­ 
parel making can also be 


expected 
to 
make 
a 
comeback. 
Many counties in Texas 
have apparel plants. And 
while the value they add to 
the 
sta te ’s 
industrial 


production is only a tenth of 
the value added by the 
processing of petroleum , 
even at their currently 
depressed levels of output, 
they provide nearly two- 
thirds as many jobs as 
refineries and chem ical 
plants.
